Our readers will see that we have occupied the 
first page of our paper of this week with a long 
erticle of this title. It is published at the requesi 
of the agent of the Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign: Missions, who is forming missionary as- 
sociations in the congregations under the care of 
the Synod of Pittsburgh. We insert it under the 
impression that it contains some important sug- 
estions, which may be highly useful to solicitors 
or cellectors of public charities in general, and i: 
some dezree to all other persons who are actively 
engaged in promoting the objects of any of the 
benevolent iastiintions of the present time.

The cause of hi. with- 
holding his gracious influences may not be pre- 
cisely known. Scme@ghave insinuated, that the doc 
trines of the Presbyterian Church are not favoura- 
ble to revivals of religion: but numerous facts re 
corded from the days of Whitefield, Davies, Ed- 
wards, the .Venants, and other distinguished pro- 
moters of revivals,down to the present time,evince 
the unsoundness of this opinion; and we have 
now a plain evidence of the same thing in the fol- 
lowing Letter. The reason why there are at 
present no special revivals (known to us) in the 
churches under the care of the above mentiones 
Synods, is not to be found in the doctrines taught 
in those churches; for it is an undeniable fect, that 
these doctrines have bee’, and still are, blessed in 
numerous instances for the promotion of glori@us 
revivals, during which many sinners have been 
converted from the error of their ways, and saints 
comforied, edified, and established in the holy 
faith The reason is therefore to be sought in some 
thing else; and it is the duty of churches and in- 
dividual! members, ministérs and people, to exay 
mine their hearts and try their ways, and see whe- 
ther they ‘hide iniquity in thein,hearts’ and ‘the 
Lund will not hear them;’ whether they be not 
criminally attached to earthly things, and negli- 
gent in prayer for an effusion of the Holy Spirit, 
and the use of those means which God has ap- 
point: d for the advancement of his kingdom; and 
whether they have conscientiously and persever- 
Apgly performed every thing in their power to pro-

In tht congregations of Kock 
Spring, Glade Spring & Union, the additions have 
amounced lo one hundred; und in King’s port to 
iwenty three. But the most aouadast outpouring 
of the Divine Spirit which it is our privilege to 
Menlioa, is in the congregations of Rogersville & 
New Providence. Here, tne work of the Lord hes 
oven truly powerful aad extensive. lwo hundrea 
wud pinety five souls have espoused the cause of 
Christ, and while we ave yet writing, the work oi 
vonviction and conversion is mightyupon the soul: 
of the people in Rogersville and many are inquir 
ing, “what shall we du to be saved! “itis the 
Lord's work and it is marvellous in our eyes. 

We believe the plain unsoftenec do irines of 
the Bible which are taught in the standards of our 
church, have been blessed of God to ive advance- 
inent of these revivals. Lhe enlightened discus- 
sioa of thesé doctrines has always been followed 
with spititual improvement, & this truth]is sigaally 
manifested by the fact that a warm controversy 
upon these doctriaes having been forced upon the 
congregations of Rogersville and New Providence, 
was immediately fuliowed by the astonishing 
breaking up of the strong holds of Satan with: 
their bounds;—and it is worthy of remembrance, 
that the revival which has biessed so many of ow 
churches, began in these congregations. 
[in the sequel of this Pastoral Letter, the S;- 
nod express regret, that in one or two churcties 
where there has been no revival, some who hau 
appareutly set out for the kingdom of heaven, have 
turned beck to the world; that in many places i -

ABOMINABLE. 
Mrs. Bingham, of the Missiov to the Sindwich 
Islands, in a letter to a lady at Sprivgfield, dated 
March 1. 1826, and pubilisved in the Hempden 
Journal, gives a statement of the most abowiua- 
ble transactions of a company of seamen of the U 
S. ship Dolphin, after arriving at those Islands. 
As the season for the cetura of foreig: shipping 
drewnear, the éadu, or proludision forbidding 
lewa women visiting the ships was renewed. Some 
who persisted in violating the tabs were taken in- 
to custody, and either seat inland under keepers, 
or more closely confined nearer the chiifs. Con 
irasting this state of things with what was, but a 
tittle while since, 30 generally pawonizec, it was 
tought that much had been yained, aud this imi- 
quity had received a sevicus gheck,. 
Just at this time, the U.S, schooner Dolphia, 
Capt. Percival, arrived. Some of the late mea 
sures were soon publicly denounced, the rescind- 
tog of the tabu was urged and demanded, threat 
succeeded threat, and bitter railings. were heaped 
upon the Mission and the nation. But no serious 
disturbance was apprehended: the name of Ame- 
rica was respected by the rulers, & her sons could 
not calculate on finding in her a foe. But gross 
insult was at hand for the nation, & trials for the 
lide band of sojourni:.g missionaries. 
Oa the Lord's day, ut th: hour of public wor- 
ship, a company frum the Dolphin, with one or 
‘wo others from among the whale ships, entered 
the enclosure of the royal estadlishment, where al 
so the congregation of the village Oahu, consisting 
of nearly 3000, regularly assemole; and ascending 
a flight of stairs, leading intoa upper veranda of 
Karaimoku’s new stone house, rudely entered the 
targe Hall where a number of the mast distinguish- 
‘d personages were attending on the sick and lan- 
guishing couch of their venerated chief. They 
were ordered out, but peremptorily refused; and 
vorming into a line, each with a club in his 
hand, demanded the accustomed means of licen- 
tious indulgence, threatening in case of refusal, 
demolish the house. Soon they began breaking 
a the windows along the side of the gallery. Mr 
Bingham was in the hall when they entered, con- 
oulting with the chiefs as to the most suitable 
place to address the congregation, then assem- 
iling; 4s the afternoon was too rainy to meet them 
.9 usual in the open air. After having dashed in 
he wiudows, they descended imo the yard, and 
urandishing their clubs, and talking loudly, made 
in a body tu the yard and house of Mr. Ellis,occu- 
pied since his departure by the 4merican mission. 
aries, and adjoiuing Karaimoku‘s house. Mr. Ub. 
hastened, by another yale, to defend his family. 
Mrs. B. was within, with her little daughter and 2 
vative females. She bolted the door, aud Hed to 
‘he back apartments. Mr, B. reached the door, & 
finding it secure, attempted to return; but the rio- 
ters seized him by the shoulders, pulled him vio- 
lently about, raised their clubs, and declared 
tnat he should not escape. He, however, escep- 
ed to the other yard, closely pursued. Instan‘ly 
ais wife heard the nauivescry Mr. B. has fallen, & 
heariog distinctly heavy blows, and seeing a great 
tumult, she felt the agonizing fear that he was 
gone; butto her great joy, soun caught a glimps: 
of him, and in a few moments unbolted the door 
for him and Mr. Chamberlain. For a moment they 
mingled their tears, wondering at the mercy which 
allowed him to say, that no: a hair of his head had 
been injured. Lt appears, that tse mob, growing 
more furious, one aimed a blow at his head,which, 
through divine yoodness, was «arded off by lis 
umbrella, and se failed of his aim; while another 
drew a kaife, and aiming a blow, said, ‘You are the 
man, every day.’ The people now rushed forward 
with spirii, and fell upon the rioters with such 
tury, that their lives must surely have been the 
forfeit, but for the vigorous exertions on the part 
of the chiefs and missionaries to save them from 
death. Just as they had them secured Capt. P. 
with two or 3 midshipmen arrived. The strengus 
of his arm in the use of the cane and cudgel show- 
ed ihat be wished to quell the riot. 
An additional party arrived, aud commenced an- 
other atlach upon the house of the missionaries. 
What remaued of the glass in the window bext 
ihe door, except one paue, was now dashed in, 
with part of the sash. ‘J he door was uicommon- 
ly strong; but such was their vivlence, tiat there 
remained little bope that 1 would any longer bea 
barrier between the missionaries aud the asoail- 
ants. At this critical moment, the rioters, trom 
some unknown cause, turned their strength against 
each other, and one with the same weapon wits 
which he eude¢avoured to force the door levelled 
his comradeé to the ground and fled. The weight 
of the Captain’s arm was then felt among them. 
He commanded the living to take up the dead, as 
it then appeared; and the territories were cleared 
uf them. 
These transactions reflect disgrace upon our 
country, and exhibit the deplorable depravity oi 
human nature in its most odious colours.—Froa: 
later information it appears that the enemy har

Western Penitentiary.—The following has been communi- 
cated to both houses of the Legislature. 
To his Excellency J. 'Audrew Shulze, Governor of the Com- 
Monwealth of Pennsylvania. ‘ 
The subscribers,; ppointed by your excel- 
leucy, in pursuance of an act of assembly, passed on the Ist 
day of April eighteen bundred and twenty-six, entitled an 
act to provide for the erection of a state penitentiary, on the 
public laud adjoining the town of Allegheny, and for other 
purposes, beg ieave to report: 
That notice was gives: to them,in writing that a meeting of 
t! @ commnissio<) 5 for the erection of the penitentiary,togeth. 
er with the inspectors of the prison would take place on the 
ist day of July, eighteeu huadred and twenty-six, for the 
purpose of giving up to the inspectors and keeper so much 
of the said penitentiary as was Completed and ready for the 
reception of convicts, aud sv much as was finished, would 
on thet day be ready fur the examination and inspection 
of thia board, in pursuance of the uct of assembly above re- 
ferred to. They therefore met on that day ta proceed to 
the performance of the duties assigued them by virtue of 
their appointment. 

The buard proceeded to the examination of the peoiten- 
tiary, and found a considerable portion of the work in an 
unfinished state, Dut thatthere were a sufficient oumber of 
ceils completed tu render it practicable to receive convicts, 
and assurances were given by the commissioners for its 
erection, aud the superintendant, thatevery possibie exer- 
tion would be used to have the whole coinpieted against the 
miridie of November then next. 

The board mmediately commenced the examination of 
the books and acoonuts for the erection of said penitentiary 
and continued their examinations from day to day, until 
they went thro’ the whole, so far as the work had progress- 
ed, and then adjourned until the twentieth of November, 
when they again met agreeably to adjournment, and on 
viewing the peniteotiary found that rapid progress had been 
made, from their former meeting. Nevertheless, some 
parts of it still remained unfinished, such us hanging a num- 
ber of doors’on the celis, filling up gravelling and paving 
part ofthe yard, some of the painting, finishing the cupola 
on the front building, with some other small items. 

The board of commissioners, on examining this work, 
were highly gratified with the execution. The materials 
are of the most durable and best quality that could ve pre- 
cured in the country. [ts construction and workman- 
ship are neat and cubstantial, and exhibits a beau- 
tiful specimen of architecture, and does much credit to 
the commissioners and architect who superiatended its 
erection. 

The board again resumed the examiuation of the books, 
vouchers and contracts, which were exibited to them 
far as disburse: .ents had beev made, which were kept in a 
very explicit aud satisfactory mauner, an absiract of wich 
is hereto anoexed; which shows an unexpended odlauce 
io the hands of said commissioners for the erection of the 
penitentiary, of thirteen thousand seventy-four dulisis, and 
seventy-one and taree-fourths cents; a suin, it is believed, 
which will be amply suflicient to complete the whole work. 

la the examiuation of the penitentiary, its construction, 
materials aod workmanship, and ia the dissucsement of the 
puolic money by the commissioners for its erection, sv far 
ag the same bas Deen finished or in a progressive state, it is 
the opinion of this board that the said commissiouers have 
faithfully and honestly executed the trustiepused in them.

Resolved, That ts Uxcellency the Governor take 1mme- 
diate steps, by the use of the Militia or volunteer companies 
of this State, to repel said invasion, as he may think proper, 
either by arms or fortifications, audio sufficient force to 
afford protection to our frontiers; & that (ae cxpense of tae 
expedition be defrayed out of the fund appropriated for Mi 
litary purposes. 

Resolved, That, as it is provided by the 8th section of the 
Ist urticie of the Federal Constitution, the General Govern- 
ment is bound to suppress insurrections aod to repel inva- 
sions; and also by the 4th section of the 4th article of said 
Constitution, is pledged to protect each State against inva- 
sion—that the Governor, without delay, call upon the Ge- 
veral Government to afford ils aid and support ia the exigen- 
cies hereinbefure meationed, aud 10 ratify what may be 
done by the Goveraor in this behalf; and to the end that the 
burthen of the expense atiending said expedition shall not 
fall upoo this State in the use of its military force for repel- 
ling sudden invasion and warding off a pressing and immi- 
nent danger, an accurate account of said expense be kept 
and presented to the General Government for reimburse- 
ment.

Just at this time, the U. 5. schoover Dolphin, 
Capt. Percival, arrived. Some of the late mea 
sures were soon publicly denounced, the rescind- 
mg of the tabu was urged and demanded, threat 
succeeded threat, gud bitter railings were heaped 
upon the Mission aud the nation. But no serious 
listurbance was appreheaded: the name of Ame- 
rica was respected by the rulers, & her sons could 
sot calculate on fi.ding in her a foe. But gross 
insult was at hand for the nation, & trials for the 
lithe baad of sojourni g missionaries, 

On the L rd’s day, ut the hour of public wor- 
ship, a company frum the Dolphin, with one or 
wo others from among the whale ships, estered 
he enclosure of the royal establishment, where al 
so the congregation of the village Oahu, consisting 
of pearly 3000, regularly assemoles and ascending 
a ight of stairs, leading intoa upper veranda ol 
Karaimoku’s uew stone house, rudely entered the 
large Hall where a number of the most distinguish- 
‘d personages were attending on the sick and lan- 
guishing couch of their venerated chief. They 
were ordered out, Dut peremptorily refused; and 

rmivg into a live, each with a club in his 
hand. demanded the accustomed means of licen- 
.tous indulgence, threatening in case of refusal, t 
jemoliso tue Sovu they began breaking 
in the windows along the sice ofthe gallery. Mz 
Bingham was in the hall when they entered, con- 
sulling with the chiefs as to the most suitable 
place to address the congregation, then assem- 
sling; as the afternoon was (oo rainy io meet them 
49 usual in the open air. after having dashed in 
he windows, they descended into the yard, and 
»randishing their clubs, and talking loudly, made 
in a body tu the yard and house of Mr. Ellis,occu- 
pied since his depariare by the 4merican mission- 
aries, and adjoising Keraimoku's hoase. Mr. B. 
nastened, by another yate, to defend his family. 
Mvs. B. was within, with her little daughter and 2 

alive females. Sne bolted the door, and fled to 
ae back apartments. Mr. B. reached the door, & 
fiuding it secure, attempted to return; but the rio- 
ters seized him vy the shoulders, pulled him vio- 
lently about, raised their cluys, and declared 
tnat he should not escape. He, however, escap- 
ed to (he over yard, Closely pursued. Instantly 
nis wife heard the aativescry Mr. B. has fallen, & 
hearing distincily heavy blows, and seeing a great 
iumult, she felt the agonizing fear that he was 
gone; butto ber great joy, seon caught a glimpse 
of him, avd in a few moments unbolted the door 
for him and Mr. Chamberlain. For a momen: they 
mingled their tears, wondesing at the mercy which 
aliowed him to say, that no! a hair of his head had 
veen injured. Li appears, that tue mob, growing 
nore furious, one aimed a blow at his head,which, 
through divine goodness, was warded off by his 
umbrella, and so tailed of bis aim; while another 
lrew a koife, and aiming a blow, said,*You are the 
man, every day.”

James Davis nad 
moposed to them, thathe would appropriate @, 
sertain sum of money to aid in educating it 
digent pious youog men tor the ministry, if they] 
vould unite in forimog a Society for the purport 
Previous to this, there had beea a revival of te

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anvng Whom ware the Rev. Messrs Preston, 
Griswod, and Hall, immediately embarked 10 
tie matter, formed an Education Society, tovk 
geveral beneficiaries uuder ‘heir care, and edu 
cated them, priacipalty at VMiddisury Collece 
A)| this took place ien years before the organiza: 
tion of the Connecticut Education Society in 
1514, as huadreds of living wi aesses can attest. 
As early as 1806, a Female Educaiuon Society, 
auxiliary to ‘he ove before meotioaed, was 9", 
gaaized at Middieoury: about a year afierwards, 
Mr. Heary Homes, of Boson, being on a visit, 
to Middlebury, was pleased io manifest his appro 
bation of it, by liberally subscribing $50. Shortiy 
afterwards, tue Rev William Jackson visited Bos 
tou and the vicinity, explained the object of the 
Society, and obtained dowations of money and 
books.

- METHODIST REFORMERS. 

At a convention of the members of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church favourable ‘o reform in 
jis government, held for Maryland and the 
District of Columbia, in the city of Baltimore, 
on the 15th and 16th November, 1826, the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutioas were udani 
mously passed: 

Whereas, the lay members and local preachers 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church are, deprived 
of a representation in the general conference, 
the legislative department of the church, and are 
governed by laws, in the enactment of which 
they are oot permitted to participate; and where. 
as, ‘be itinerant ministers have assumed to them 
gelves, exclusively, the legislative power io and 
over the said church, and whereas, a rule exists 
io the book of discipline, which bas been #0 con 
strued by some of ibe itinerant preachers having 
charge of circuits, at io prevent the members & 
loca! preachers from exercising the right of dis 
cussing the principles and measures of the gov 
ernment, under the penalty of excommunication, 
aud wader this construction members have ac- 
tually been expelled from the church. There- 
fore, 

Resolved first, That in the opinion of this Con 
vention, to deprive members or auy part of the 
ministers, of a representation in the law making 
department of the church to which they belong, 
is conirary to sound policy, and to the sacred 
priuerples of religious liberty; unjust in its nature, 
aud dangerous and degrading in its tendency, 
inasmuch as it deprives them of the mght of suf 
frage, so indispensable to the dignity aad wellbe- 
ing of a christian community. 

Resolved, secondly, That ibe itinerant ininistry, 
of tue Methodist Episcopal Church, in making 
laws for the laity and the local preachers, wi b 
out their voice and concurrence, ° xercise a pow 
er, not warranted by the scriptures, nor the 
usages of the Christian churc forthe firs: three 
hundred years alter Chris'; and which is ap ex 
ercige 0: power contrary to that sound maxim, 
which teaches us tha: no community should be 
g:veroed by any human laws, io the enactment 
of which ‘wey have no share. 

Resolved, thirdly, That in consequence of the 
fact that the rule in the discipiae, respectin. in- 
veighing agalust the discipline, with mtention to 
g0w dissentions in Our societies, has been so 
construed as to operate against the freedom of 
speech, and of the press; and that under this con 
siruction certain members of our c.urch have 
been expelled, for no other cause than that of 
attempting to extend the principle of representa 
tion, a dangerous precedent of ministerial au 
thority has beea set; which cal's for every law 
ful means in order to have it discounteoanced 
by the members and ministers of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church,and at the least for an expres 
gion of their disapprobation of such hign Landed 
measures, and of their sympathy for all such ex 
pelled members. 

Reeolved, fourthly, That this Convention are 
fuily apprised of the reports wich have gone 
into circulation, respecting ihe motives and in- 
teations of reformers, and therefore cousider it 
aduty, which ite members owe to themselves & 
to the cause of a reform, to declare, that it is not 
within their knowledge, that any of the avowed 
principles of the friends of representation have 
given any just cause for any suspicion that it 
ever bas been, nor is now, their intention o- 
desire to destroy the itinerancy, class meetings, 
free seats ia our houses of religious worship; the 
doctrines of the church, or ite moral discipline 
and that the members of this Convention, do 
hereby unanimously declare their unequivocal 
attachment to them, aod that their only object 
is, to introduce the priaciple of representation, 
#0 93 to include in its operation, the laity and 
local preachers; and to procure some modifica 
tion as to the manner of administering discipliae, 
allthe reports to the contrary notwithstand 
ing. 

"Resolved, fifthly, That in order to render our 
sherch polity more equitable aud liberal in ite 
principles and operations, the members of this 
Convention will use every exertion which a pr 
per christian zeal will justify, in order to effect 
such a mod'fication of our discipline, as will 
give to the laity and local preachers a share in 
the enactment of laws by which they are to b: 
governed. 

Resolved, That the above preamble and resg 
lutions ,be published in such newspapers as th: 
editorial committee of the mutual rights ma 
deem advisable.

The subscribers,,comim.ssiovers appointed by your excel- 
lency, in pursuance of au act of aesembly, passed on the Ist 
day of April eighieeo nundred and twenty-six, entitled an 
act to provide for the erection of a state penitentiary, on the 
public land adjoming the town of Allegheny, aod for other 
purposes, beg leave to report: 

That noti¢e was given to them,in writing that a meeting of 

© -ommissiv: «1s forthe erectiva of the pevitentiary,togeth- 
e; with the inspectors of the prison wouid Lake piace vu the 
tat day of July, ergatees nuudred aod twenty-six, for the 
purpose of giviag up to ihe inspectors and keeper so much 
of the said penitentiary as was completed and resdy for ihe 
receptive of convicts, and »o much as was finished, would 
on thatday De ready for (he examuation and imspection 
of (his board. in pursusace of the actof assembiy above re 
ferred to They therefore met on that day to proceed to 
tbe performance of the duties assigned them by virtue of 
their sppointment. 

The ovard proceeded to the examination of the peniten- 
tiary, and found « considerable poruon of the work in an 
unfinished state, but inatthere werea sufficient number of 
cells completed to render ut practic sbie to receive couvicta, 
and assurances were givey by the commissioners for its 
erection, and ihe superintendant, thatevery possible exer. 
tion would be used to have the whole completed agaimet the 
middie of November (hen next. 

The board mmediately commenced the examination of 
the books and accunvts for the erection of sun! penitentiary 
and contioued their examinations from day to day, vaul 
they went thro’ the whole, so far as the work had progress- 
ed, and then adjourned until the twentieth of November, 
when they again met agreeabiy to adjournment, aud ov 
viewing the penitentiary found that rapid progress had been 
made, from their former meeting: Nevertheless, some 
pacts of it sii! remaived unfinished, suv h us hanging a num- 
ber of doors on (he ceils, filiog up gravelling and paving 
part of the yard, some of the painting, fiuishing the cupola 
on the front byiidiog, with some other small items. 

The bvosrd of commisstoners, on examining this work, 
were highly grautied wiih the execution. The materials 
are of the most durabie and best quality that could ve pro- 
cured in the country. Its construction «ud workman 
ship are neat and substantial, and exhibits a veau- 
uful specimen of architecture, and does much credit to 
the commissioners and architect who superi tended its 
erection. 

The board again resumed the exainination of the books 
vouchers and cuntracts, which we @ exiibited to them 
far as disburse: .enis bad been made, which were kept in a 
very explicit und satisfactory manner, an abstract of which 
is hereto annexed; which shows an unexpended oaiance 
in the hands of said Commissioners for the erection of the 
penitentiary, of thirteen thousand seventy-four duilars, and 
seventy-one and three-fourths cents; 4 sum, it is believed, 
which will be amply suflicieut to compieté the whole work 

Io the exam:oation of the penitentiary,.s consiructon, 
materials and workmanship, aud 1a the disvucsement of the 
puolic money by the commissioners for its epection, so fat 
as the same has bee ficisted or in a progressive state, it is 
the opinion of this Loard that the said commissinners have 
faithfitiy and hocestly executed the trust repused in them

Georgia.—The Legislature of Georgia have passed the foi 
lowing preamble aud resolutions: 

*. bereas his Excellency the Governor has received and 
commuuvicated to this Legisiature, iaformetion that recent 
murders uave beeo perpetrated upon certain citizens of this 
State on the Florida hue, by the Seminole, or Lower Creek 
Indians, aod that murders have been repeated near tie same 
place upon individuals living on the Florida side of said 
line: And further, that the indians painted and prepared 
for hostitities on the frontiers of the State, hive been taken 
by the United States’ force situated in that quarter from 
whom | ito. tation ts received that two hundred ladiags are 
embodied aud ready to muke ao invasion upon the settler. 
of this State, and che danger of such an invasion being so 
imminent as to admit of no delay: 

Resolved, That his Exceilency the Governor take imme 
diate steps, by the use of the Militia or volunteer cumpan es 
of this State, to repel said iavasion, as he may think proper 
either by arms or fortifications, andin sufficient force to 
afford protection to our frontiers; & that (ne expense of the 
expedition be defrayed out of the fund appropriated for Mi- 
litary purposes. 

Resoived, That, asit is provided by the Sth section of the 
Ist articie of the Federal Constitution, the General Goveru- 
ment is bound to suppress insurrections aad to repel inva- 
sions; aud also by the 4th section of the 4th articie of said 
Constitution, is pledged to protect each State againet inva- 
sion—that the Governor, without delay, call upon the Ge- 
vera!
